Paris, March I.—-America stands 
today as the chief factor for avert­ 
ing the latest threatened European, 
war. 
The 
squabble 
between 
the* 
tnlians and the Jugo-Slavs for con­ 
trol of the Adriatic has reached a 
stage bordering on actual hostilities. 
Both countries, however 
are de­ 
pendent 
on America economically 
and in ease 
open 
warfare results, 
America will 
immediately 
cut off 
their supplies of food and money, it 
was understood from reliable sourc­ 
es. 
The Italians have closed the en­ 
tire frontier as established by the 
Austrian armistice giving their rea­ 
son that they do not wish to have 
immediate resort to military action 
in occupying hie territory designat­ 
ed in 
the 
annist ice. 
The Italians 
laim 
that 
the 
Jugo-Slavs 
have 
troops mobilized near 
the 
bonier, 
hey say an Italian food train has 
>e«n attacked. 
The peace 
delegates are under­ 
stood to be discussing the situation, 
but have taken no action. It is con­ 
sidered probable that when the gen­ 
eral conference convenes again af­ 
ter President Wilson’s rethm, it will 
he necessary to

boundaries in disputed territory. 
The Italians claim the Jugo-Slavs 
have eleven divisions mobilized near 
the border.

The trouble so far has centered in 
Laibach. 
The 
Italians alleged 
the 
Jugo-Slavs forced departure of tho 
Italian military’ mission which had 
been stationed there in conformity 
with the armistice for the purpose of 
revictualing Jugo-Siavia and Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
The Jugo-Slavs explain 
they based their action on the ground 
that they have been recognized by 
the Allies, as a result of which, Lai­ 
bach can no longer be considered a 
part of the former empire of Aus­ 
tria-Hungary. 
The Italians deny 
that such recognition has yet been 
granted. 
The Jugo-Slavs deny the charge 
that 
they have 
ordered a general 
mobilization and make the counter­ 
charge that the Italians have still 
under onus an army of piore than 
three million. 
The peace delegates are under­ 
stood to be discussing the situation 
informally, but have taken no action. 
It is considered probable that when 
the 
general 
conference 
convenes 
again after President Wilson’s return 
it will be necessary to lay down de­ 
finite boundaries in disputed terri­ 
tories beyond which no encroach­ 
ment wilt be permitted. 
Meanwhile, the Allies are holding 
the club of American economic pres­ 
sure ready.

tin- Fifth ward, one from the Third 
ward, and is representing the First 
ward on his second term. 
Political 
contests in the early days of Sey­ 
mour were full of “pep" and 
gin­ 
ger,” according to the facts related 
bv the councilman. 
During the first few elections that 
were held in Seymour, he recalled,4 
there were no party lines or factions 
and any one who desired to enter the 
political arena as an office seeker 
was privileged to do so. 
It was then 
that candidates would announce for 
office “at the earnest solicitation of 
ray friends,” and 
ue result of the 
contest depended upon the success of 


the candidate to get his “friend-" to, 
the polls. 
Despite the simplicity in 
which 
tickets were 
filled in 
those 
days, there w’ere not as many candi­ 
dates for city offices as at present. 
Mayor Green was the first town ex­ 
ecutive in Seymour and Steve Story 
was the first guardian of the law. 
Following the second town election, 
Thomas Whitson, grandfather of Mr. 
Goodale, was 
elected mayor, 
and 
John E. Harrison, was the people's 
choice for town marshal. 
It so hap­ 
pened, Mr, Goodale said, that W hit - 
son and Harrison were enemies and 
had not spoken to each other for 
years. 
The friends of 
both were 
quick to realize that the affairs of 
the town could not run smoothy so 
Ion*: as the two leading officials were 
not on speaking t e r m s . 
FJTorts to 
influence the two men to “bury the 
hatchet with the bandle down” failed 
and it 
was 
decided 
that drastic 
action 
would have 
to be 
taken. 
There was a spirit of town pride and 
the citizens did not want to have two 
men in 
office who would 
not con­ 
verse with each other. 
Several plans for bringing about the 
desired state of tranquility and har­ 
mony between the two officials were 
discussed and one was decided upon. 
Accordingly, two high top hats were 
purchased, and a dray operated by 
Henry .Terrell 
was rented. 
These 
were the factors in the plan. The*two 
officials were loaded on the dray af- 
|,ter they had donned their new high 
hats and were driven over the town. 
At various ]daces where groups of 
citizens had collected the two men 
were asked 
to shake hands. 
The 
scheme worked and from that time 
on official businesss was not inter­ 
fered with by lack of speech between 
the two. 
When all til is took place Seymour 
was known as a “hog wallow” or 
“goose pond” and 'Bockford was the 
big trading center for the commun­ 
ity. But the people were determined 
flint Seymour should grow and with 
a vision of a big town before them 
set out to win their goal. 
The “hog 
wallows” soon disappeared and resi­ 
dences went up. 
More stores came 
and the town grew. 
“Seymour has always prospered 
said Mr. Goodale. “The advancement 
is quite 
evident to anyone 
like me 
who has lived here nil his life and 
has had opportunity to see the pro­ 
gress we have made. 
Advancement 
and progress is a part of old Sey­ 
mour. 
You can’t prevent us from 
goici ahead.” 


HOW DEPRECIATION IS 
FIGURED IN INCOME TAX 


Reasonable Amount May Be Deduct­ 
ed for Wear and Tear on 
Equipment. 


Numerous inquiries have been re­ 
ceived by the Bureau of 
Internal 
Revenue concerning depreciation and 
the allowances therefor in the filing 
of un income tax return. 
The rate 
at 
which 
depreciation 
may 
be 
claimed is dependent upon local con­ 
ditions, the use to which tile property 
is put arni its probable life-time un­ 
der normal business conditions. 
No specific rates at which it may 
he claimed 
have been 
established. 
The law 
states that 
a “reasonable 
allowance” may be claimed including 
a reasonable allowance tor obsoles­ 
cence, 
and it is 
for the 
taxpayer 
honestly to determine what consti­ 


tu te s a “reasonable allowance.” 
To 
compute the amount which may he 
claimed, the taxpayer should deter­ 
mine 
the probable lifetime 
of the 
property, then divide its cost to him 
by the number of years of such life. 
The result obtained will represent 
the amount which may be claimed 
each yrfcir as a deduction. 
For example, a frame building, the 
probable lifetime of which without 
repair is twenty-five years, 
cost 
$5,000. Divide $5,000 by twenty-five 
and claim $200 each year as depre­ 
ciation. 
It is estimated that the av­ 
erage lifetime of a frame building is 
twenty-five years, a brick building 
thirty-five years and a stone or con­ 
crete building fifty to one hundred 
years. 
The estimated life of ordi­ 
nary 
machinery is ten 
years, and 
that of automobiles used for busi­ 
ness or farm purposes, four to five 
years. 
If a taxpayer 
claims the 
full 
amount of depreciation he can not 
claim as a deduction the cost of re­ 
pairs to the property during the same 
year which offset or make good the 
depreciation. 
If he wishes to claim 
a deduction on account of repairs, 
their cost must be deducted from the 
full amount of depreciation, and the 
balance may be claimed under the 
heading of “depreciation.” 
For example, if the taxpayer ex­ 
pends $100 in repairs to a building 
which will depreciate $200 in value 
during the 
taxable 
year he 
may 
claim $100 as a business expense 
and $100 as depreciation, or he may 
claim $200 
for depreciation 
and 
.’Kithing for repairs. 
In short the 


aggregate deduction claimed on ac­ 
count of 
repairs and 
depreciation 
must not exceed the full amount of 
depreciation. 
“Repairs” in this con­ 
nection means repairs and replace­ 
ments 
of a 
kind tending to make 
good tin* depreciation such as a new 
flooring or new roof. 
Small items 
such as replacement of broken win­ 
dow’ panes, paltering and minor re­ 
pair" are allowable, even though the 
full 
amount 
of 
depreciation 
is 
claimed. 
In claiming depreciation the fol­ 
lowing fundamental principles must 
be observed: 
Only such depreciation as results 
from exhaustion, wear and tear of 
property 
arising out of its 
u>e in 
business 
or trade 
can be claimed. 
Depreciation in the value of a home 
or 
property used 
for pleasure 
or 
convenience, such as an automobile, 
(*un not be claimed. 
No depreciation is allowed ujton 
the value of land or upon good will.

hospitals, where thousands of Ameri­ 
can sick and wounded are still receiv­ 
ing attention. 
At these hospitals the 
Red Cross supplies huts and facilities 
for the amusement and recreation of 
the men as they become convalescent. 
Our Army of Occupation in Germany 
was followed with Medical units pre­ 
pared to render the same emergency 
aid and supply service which was the 
primary business of the Red Cross 
during hostilities. 
The Army Canteen 
service along the lines of travel has 


actually increased since the armistice. 
“As for work among the French peo­ 
ple, now that hostilities have ceased, 
the French themselves naturally pre­ 
fer as far as possible to provide for 
their own.

“The work in Italy has been Minaret 
entirely <»n behalf of the civilian pop­ 
ulation of that country. In the critical 
hour* of Italy’s struggle the American 
people, through their Red Cross, sent 
a practical message of sympathy and 
relief, for which the government and 
people of Italy have never ceased to 
express their gratitude. 
Supplies and Personnel to Near East. 
“The occasion for such concentra­ 
tion of effort in Italy, England. Bel­ 
gium and even in France having natnr 
oily and normally diminished, it has 
been possible to divert supplies and 
perfume! In large measure to tile aid 
of those people in the Near East who 
have hitherto been inaccessible lo out­ 
side a ssista n ee. but whose sufferings 
ha\e been upon an appalling scale. 
The needs of tiles** peoples are so vast 
that government alone can meet them, 
but the American Red Cross i* making 
an effort to relieve immediately the 
more acute distress. 
An ©glens ive group of American 
workers has been di*patehed to carry 
vitally needed supplies, ami to work 
this winter irf 1 be various Balkan coun­ 
tries. 
In order to co-ordinate their ac­ 
tivities. a Balkan commission has been 
established,

all the Balkan centers can he reached 
promptly.

An American Red Cross 
Commission has also been appointed 
to ald in relieving th** suffering of Rus­ 
sian prisoners still eon hued in German 
prison camps. 
“An important commission is still 
working in 
Palestine. 
Through the 
war 
special 
cooperation 
has

given to th** Armenian ami Syrian Re­ 
lief Commission, which w a s th** only 
agency able to carry relief iti the in­ 
terior of Turkish dominions. 
Red Cross Will Continue. 
“Red C ross effort is thus far Hung. 
If will continue to be >o. 
But the 
movement represented by this work 
has likewise assumed an intimate place 
in th** daily life of our people at home. 
The army of workers which has been 
recruited and trained during the war 
must not be demobilized. 
All our ex­ 
perience In tile war shows clearly that 
there is an unlimited field for service 
of the kind which can be performed 
with peculiar effectiveness by the Red 
Cross. 
What it* future tasks may be 
It is yet Impossible to forecast. 
We 
know that so long as there Is an Amer­ 
ican army in the field the Red Cross 
will have a special function to perform. 
“Nothing could he of greater Impor­ 
tance to the American Red Cross than 
the plans just set In motion by the five 
great Red Cross societies of the world 
to develop a program of extended ac­ 
tivities in the Interest of humanity. 
The conception involves not alone ef­ 
forts to relieve human suffering, blit 
to prevent it; not alone a movement 
by the people of an individual nation, 
hut an attempt to arouse all people to 
a sense of their responsibility for the 
welfare of their fellow beings through­ 
out the world. 
Tt is a program both 
Ideal and practical, 
Ideal sin that its 
supreme Him is nothing less than ver­ 
itable “Peace on earth good will to 
men;” and practical In that it seeks to 
take means and measures which arc 
actually available and make them ef­ 
fective in meeting without delay the 
crisis which is dally recurrent In the 
lives of all peoples. 
“For accomplishing Its mission in 
the years of peace which must lie 
ahead of us the Rod Cross will require 
the 
ablest 
possible leadership, 
and 
must enjoy the continued support, sym­ 
pathy, and participation in its work 
of the whole American people. 
It is 
particularly fortunate that such a man 
as Dr. Livingston Farrand should have 
been selected as the permanent head 
of the organization. 
The unstinted 
fashion in which all our people gave 
of themselves throughout th** war is 
the best assurance that our Red Cross 
will continue to receive J ha’ co-opera­ 
tion which w ill make i s Work a source 


of pride and inspiration to every Amer­ 
ican.” 
Mr. Davison, as chairman of the In­ 
ternational Commission of the Ameri­ 
can Red Gross, has undertaken to rep­ 
resent the American Red Cross in th** 
preparation of the program for extend­ 
ed Red Cross activities, and will spend 
the next several months in Europe In 
consultation with other Red Cross soci­ 
eties for that purpose.

Rome.—The Gnzzattn di Torino, tell­ 
ing about th** count of Salem!, cousin 
of the king of Italy, recalls how he 
fought in the beginning of th** war in 
Val d’Assa under the false name of 
J Maximilian 
Mouthed**. 
Nobody, 
not 
even the officers, knew at first that the 
vigorous youngster, so good am) mild 
of temperament, so magnificent in his 
reckless courage, \yas Prince Umberto, 
count of Salem!. 
The bour of danger found hint calm, 
serene, sure of himself, like a veteran 
Alpine*. 
lire own comrades, always 
tried in the most daring feats, were 
amazed at his deeds of valor. 
When 
they praised him Corporal Maximilian 
Mombello would answer with a proud 
smile: “I—hut I ara a special corjio- 
ral.” 
His manner quickly won him the 
friendship and favor of all, from the 
soldiers to the officers. 
Count Starts a School. 
The count of Salem! found a way, 
even under fir**, to start a seliool for 
the illiterate. The pupils attended w ill­ 
ingly, 
for 
the 
instructor, 
Corporal 
Maximilian Mombello, was in truth 
genial— patient 
to 
a 
fault, 
happy, 
learned and, above all, generous in re­ 
warding the studious at the close of 
the lessons. 
A draught of wine, a por­ 
tion of bread were ready for all in his 
trench ration. 
His greatest joy was 
on the arrival of the mail in the (‘ve­ 
iling. 
If tin* enemy permitted, he (le­ 
veled himself t<* reading and wilting 
letters. Ile was often surprised, moved 
or disturbed by the letter he received 
or sent-—a letter from his motlier or to 
his motlier. 
One 
day, however, 
it leaked 
out 
among the officers that Mollified** was 
tilt* Brince Salemi of royal blood. 
It 


w a s passed along to the stupefied sol­ 
diers. 
“ What?” they asked him. “Are 
you a royal highness?’’ 
“ Yrs.” the 
count answered. 
“What- of It?” 
The 
answer reassured the soldiers. 
Promoted to Captaincy. 
Although Maximilian Mombello came 
to be known again as th** count of 
Salemi, a prince of the royal house of 
Savoy, he remained their corporal; and 
he continued to he till the day when 
he was promote*!, t<» become latter a 
lieutenant and a captain of bombar­ 
diers. 
He died from pneumonia Ht the front 
among his devoted soldiers just be­ 
fore the end of hostilities, 
lie had 
just been promoted and commanded 
a bombarding battery of the army of 
the Grappa. 
Although a son of Brince Amadeo 
and the Princess Letitia of Savoy-Bo- 
naparte, the young count, who was 
twenty-seven, enlisted at the outbreak 
of the war as a simple soldier in the 
Catania light cavalry. 
He was in the 
war zone for three years, took part in 
several important actions and won a 
silver medal of valor by heroic con­ 
duct.

This is a worse form, for it results in 
diseases of the stomach, liver, kidneys, 
heart, blood vessels and nervous sys­ 
tem." 
A long list of ho-pital evidence is 
cited to show the damage alcohol does 
to the drinker, his family and his coun­ 
try. “Alcohol wounds,*’ says Professor 
Dehove, “are very difficult to cure. The 
alcoholizers — liquor dealers — there­ 
fore, are guilty of a veritable crime 
against tin4 country.’’ 


T H E B I B L E A N D W I N E . 
Ferrar Fenton, an eminent Oriental 
scholar of England, says that errors 
made by the English translators of the 
Bible have much to do with the addic­ 
tion to alcoholic drinks of the English- 
speaking people. 
He says a correct 
translation of the word given frequent­ 
ly in the Bible as “wine" should be 
“fruit." 
For example, the Israelites 
were promised a land of “corn aud 
fruit." 
Again in Deuteronomy 12:17, 
the people are told not to eat tin* tithe 
of the corn and Hie “wine." The sense 
shows unmistakably that fruit is in­ 
tended. 
in Numbers 28:7 the author­ 
ized version ssiys: “In the holy place 
shalt thou cause the strong wine to he 
poured unto the Im rd for a drink offer­ 
ing.” 
Mr. Fenton says there is no 
word in the original signifying wine at 
a ll; it is simply “a liquid, a fluid," and 
might be of milk, or oil, or water, so 
far as the original text signifies.

If he had been a 
church 
treasurer 
he would have in­ 
sisted on having 
his books audited ! 
YTet he was aware 
of 
the 
fallibility 
of 
man’s 
judg­ 
ment 
and 
es­ 
teemed it a small 
tiling when com­ 
pared 
with 
the 
judgment of God. 
Good men have been frequently mis­ 
judged by the world. One of the most 
godly 
O f all the missionaries of the 
church was James Evans, who minis­ 
tered to the Indians of 
the 
frozen 
north. 
He Incurred the hostility of 
officials of the Hudson Bay company 
because he taught the Indians to rest 
from their labors on the Lord’s Day. 
although he demonstrated to tile com­ 
pany's officials that those resting one 
day in the week did more work than 
those who labored seven days. 
When 
Evans went to England he was re­ 
ceived coldly everywhere and was sur­ 
prised and broken hearted over the 
feet. 
Then he learned that a cam­ 
paign of misrepresentation had been 
Carried on against him and he under­ 
stood this cool reception. 
Justice wan 
finally done him. but how hard to bear 
such an experience as his! 


However, even when the world bos 
the hest of intentions toward us, its 
Judgment is likely to he wrong. 
Jesus 
sa id : "Woe unto you when all men 
speak well of you.” 
On 
the other 
hand, he s a id : “Blessed are ye when 
men shall revile you and persecute 
yon 
and 
say 
all 
manner 
of 
evil 
against you falsely 
for 
my 
name s 
sake. Rejoice and lie exceeding glad." 


As: a matter of fact, the world’s 
standards of judgment are wrong. Our 
text throws much light on this |x)int. 
Iii the margin of our Bibles, the word 
“judgment" is here translated “day,’ 
so that Paul is saying: “It is a very 
small thing that I should he judged of 
man’s day." “Man’- day" is contrasted 
with the “day of the Ford," which is 
still to come. 
The principles which 
govern “man’s day" sire not the prin­ 
ciples of the Lord hut rather of Satan, 
who is “the God of this age." 
Hence, 
a Christian may expect to he mis­ 
judged I*1 the world, for ho Is a pil 
grim and stranger here. 
The Pilgrims 
in Vanity Fair, as John Bunyan has 
pictured them, were looked on as out­ 
landish men and people took them for 
Bedlamites. 
‘T h e world knoweth us 
not." 
Next, Paul goes on to speak of self- 
judgment. 
What an arresting state­ 
ment—“I 
know nothing against my­ 
self." 
Certainly he was not one of 
those who turn the grace of God intr 
lasciviousness. 
Although 
not 
under 
law he insisted that the righteousness 
of the law should he fulfilled in us 
who walk after the spirit. 
Ile knew 
nothing* against himself. 


But he Immediately goes on to say. 
“Yet nm I not hereby Justified.” Paul 
knew too well the imperfection of hu­ 
man self-judgment. 
Had he not once 
honestly thought he did God service by 
persecuting Christians, and did he not 
approve the murder of Stephen? Even 
lf there is no sin in our consciousness, 
it may lurk 
beneath 
consciousness, 
seen by the eye of God alone. 
'Hie 
most holy Christians feel the propriety 
of singing, 


E very moment, Lord, I need 
The merit of thy death. 


Finally, Paul speaks of tin* judgment 
of the Lord, concerning which several 
interesting statements are made. 


To begin with, tin* Lord’s judgment 
will he complete, for he “will bring to 
light the hidden things of darkness 
and will make manifest the counsels 
of the hearts." 
This is a 
solemn 
thought, yet how comforting I 
Only 
God knows the deepest things in us 
and we shall be manifested at tIv#* 
judgment seat of Christ.

Gianni Caproni has almost finished 
tin* gigantic airship in which he in­ 
tends to tty from Italy to America. It 
Is a colossal tri-plane equipped with 
five motors of 3,000 horse power each, 
and

everything to make the voyage com­ 
fortable for several passengers who 
can be accommodated. 
Caproni will call bis new plant* the 
W hite Eagle. The name is linked to 
a strange prophecy published in Rome, 
italy, in 1916, which is attributed to an 
English monk of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury. T he prophecy asserted that in 
• lie tw entieth Century there w ould be a 
great world w’ar, started by the diabol­ 
ical cleverness of an emperor of the 
country of Martin Luther in alliance 
with another emperor, both bearing on 
their m ilitary uniform s and on their 
national escutcheons tw o black eagles. 
It added that civilization would defeat 
and throw out the barbarians, whose

They will fly from Italy to Cadiz, 
thence to the Azores and from Azores 
to the American coast, alighting in the 
nighborhood of W ashington.
